GOVT. WINS POWERS. .. 
_ London, Aug. 8&—Tho Labour 
Government today in effect, won its 
strugelo to obtnin emergency powers 
for tackling the economic crisis. 
These powurs—the same ,As those 
given to Mr. Winston Churchill’s own 
administration in 1940, . the year’ of 
the Dunkirk erlais-—are included’ in 
the Bill which had its second reading 
in the House of Commons thts after- 
noon. 


The House had earlier rejected by 
261 votes to 148 n°‘ Conservative 
amendment rejecting the Bill. 

Though the Government is now 
regarded~as-being--over-- the —-maln 
hurdle, the Conservatives will renew 
their attack on the Bill.on Monday, 
when the Governnicnt will press the 
Bill to a third reading so that it can 
be sent to the House of Lords: and 
become law before Parliament riscs 
on Wednesday.. 


. Mr Winston Churchill,.. who fed 
today's attack, described the Bill as 
“ blank cheque ‘for ao totalitarian 
government." Before he spoke, Mr 
Herbert Morrison, the. chief pilot of | 
the Bill, had denied that there wast 
any “deep dark plot to conduct a! 
social revolution. by the Defence j 
Regulations.” 

Mr Churchill, indignant at what 
he ,called “the negatlon of British 
freedom and the way of living in 
time of pence", declared: "Except 
for bloodshed, all the evils of war-~ 
and worse—ore yolng on in our 
‘country today". -The Government's 
proposals would mean the abrogatlon 
of .ParHament and all its long- 
cherished rights. she 

The main. threat to the Prime
